Berlin, Nov. 27.— A decided fienfla- 
tioii waa caused here yesterday by the 
announcement 
that Chancellor 
VonCaprivi will, 
in all probabili- 
ty, K>()U resign 
the chancellor- 
shi]) of the (ier- 
nuui empire. 
This lanejtpected 
news waa circu- 
lated b y T h e 
Wo<'henblatt, a 
newspaper edit> 
ped by Dt>puty 
A r e n d t . The 
Wochenblatt, in 
announcing the 
approachinu r»- 
tirement of the 
explanation, that 
holding ofiico and 
this fact ha.s canstid him to arrive iit the 
dedidon referred to. 

It is infenvd tliat tlic retirement of 
Chancellor Von Cajirivi is nt)t definitely 
decided upon, but that it in amimt; the 
strong prolMibilitioa. Tlie chancellor's 
enemies, so soon as it gained circulation, 
started the report that Ceprivi ha<l a se- 
rious misunderBtAudinp and that he has 
adopted the BisnisK kiun tactics of 
threatening to redgn unless he has hiB 
own way. 

They add that he will find "Young 
William" will not stand any such l)luff- 
ing, and that Von Caprivi must remem- 
ber that though he has been "hi)<h 
fsTorite," he is far from being tbe his- 
torical perBona^ Prinoe Bismarck was 
knd still is, in spite of everything. 

Of KMirw!, coupled with thi.s rumor is 
the report that, should Von Caprivi re- 
tire, Prinoe BismaKk may he xecailed to 
power. 

It is regarde<l as somewhat straiiM 
that the report of the Carman chancel- 
lOt'B rcltirement should be circulated 
Jost at the time M. Do Giers. the Kus- 
Shm minister of affairs, is said to have 
"cemented the friendship existing be- 
tween Russia and Qermany." 

The news has caused a nnmtier of sen- 
sational reports to be placed in circula- 
tion. Among them are that the chan- 
cellor and the young emperor have bad 
a serious disagreement in regard to M 
De Qiers' visit, and that the latter ad 
dressed the chancellor in very warm and 
not highly complimentary terms. The 
chancellor is said to have resented this 
treatment to the extent of inf oi-ming his 
majesty that he conid no longer, without 
lowering himself in his own estimation, 
continue to hold the office of chancellor 

The whole trouble, it is claimed, arose 
oat of the chancellor's desire for peace 
tHA the emperor s comment upon the 
manner in which he waa willing to stoop 
to attain this object. 

The emperor, it is added, is undoubt- 
edly anxious not to be com^)elled to de 
dare war with either Russia or France; 
but, it is added, he would dearly like to 
have either of these countries attack 
Qermany or so humilate her as to cause 
a popular feeling which would enable 
the emperor to carry out tbe desire of 
his ttf e, that of leaoing the armies of 
Qsmlaay In triumph, agttinst the 
eaemies of his oountry. 

The chanoellor's efforts to curb the 
young monarch are, finally^ satd to have 
rssolGid in the present state of "stnined 
rsktieas.'

Thonatinda of Them Carried OIF by the 
Kurd* of Armenia. 
CONSTANTiNOPLK, Nov. 27.— An earnest 
appeal has been presented to the Armen- 
ian patriarch to use his influence in be- 
half of the ChristiAn women and gh-ls 
of Armenia, who are beinc oarriea off 
in large numbers by tiie Kurds. It ap- 
pears that women are scarce among the 
wild tribesmen, who, when they want 
down on some Anoeniao 
:hbok1iodd, im4 hs«r atray all the 
looldag jropAK .wonen they can 
thus kavlog to th* ArmeniAtt 
young men ody »e mm aMracftiVe. In 
•eventl instaaoes tbe XwIp M^e hvoken 
in on Voiding P**^^ Mid e$nUiil ms 
bride from thefeaaior oImhoII. 11 
is beUeved that the Kura tribesman 
must nearly all bittto AntMidan wives, 
judging from the number stolen, 
although it is alio i^tfanAted that ther 
dispoHe of the snitdus it a fair market 
price for the sheiks and Persian harems. 

The Turkish authorities are accused 
of encouraging the Kurds in their law- 
lest<ne.ss, and instead of trying' to catoh 
and puniHli the raiders, they arrest and 
iml)^l^<>n tho Armeiuaus who resist them. 
(hit) Anufiiian fiither at Sivas, blessed 
with four daughters, went to the vail to 
ask for protection, aa he feaied a visit 
from tho Kurd.s, and wutt immediately 
seized aild kept in pt^jeon for a week. 
When he waa rolcawd his daughtorv 
were gone, whether taken by the Turks 
or Kurds he could not discover. Henoe 
the apjmal to the patriarch, whom the 
Armenians oxiiert to holp them by his 
influence witli tlio ixrrt^^. The patriarch, 
whether he is afraid of the Turk.s or not, 
as some of his euemies charge, takes but 
a Jimgoid interest in the subject. 

Germany Prepartny far WaV. 

Berlin, Nov. 27.— In the navy esti- 
mates for 1M>2 pvoTlaion is made for att 
annual addition .tA',the navy of 
men. axoluirive of marines, the first levy 
to Join tibeir sb^ps in April, 1896, and 
the term of servloe to be twelve years. 
Thus upwards of 80.000 men will be 
gradtially SoM to tiM effecthre strmigth 
of thi^ t^mtt v^SL-^f^ donbUn|{^ the 




present war strengto. i-ne torpedo 
corps will be strengthened by 760 men. 

The eetimates also provide that 1 ,H00 
ofBoers and chief mates shall be gradu- 
ally added to tho navy, beginning in 
Ajnii. 1892. The warships now aHoat 
have only about one-third of their full 
complement of soldiers, and there are 
not enough engineers to ptit thetu on a 
war footuig. 

The proposed reinforcements are con- 
slderea necessary in view of the Htate of 
m«paration of the Fren(^h fleet, the 
Cherbourg division of which can W sent 
out fully equipped on twenty-four 
hours' notice and twenty-four hours 
later might attack Wilhelmshaven.

0%ving 
to the breaking of a tire, a mdn mcame 
deraileil at the bridge which crosses the 
River Optoukha. . The engine, followed 
by the carriiumu ntanged along, teiiring 
up the track goaweaking through the 
parapet of tiM MUdge, Fire carriages in 
all fell fnia tKe nridge to the ice-cov- 
ered river, and brapking tlpfongh the ice 
were submerged imii their passengers 
in the chilling waters bepeatu. Owing 
to the f iict that the accident occurred in 
H desolate secttoQ of the country, where 
ofKciiils are few and the population 
scarce, there was but little help for the 
injured, except as such as could by those 
who had escaped injnnr. From one of 
the lost carnages only one person was 
rescued. Up^ to the present twenty-six 
corpses have been recovered, and many 
more are supposed to be under tbe ioe. 
Fifteen persona were injured. 

lasnM«eUoii la China. 

London, Nov. 87.— The Chronicle's 
correspondent at Tien-Tsin says: "The 
outbreak in the north, briefly described 
as a raid of Mongolian robbers, proves 
to be an insnrreotf on movement of seri- 
ous dimenaiona. Dispatches received 
today stitte that in Mongolia and some 
northern dUtaiets hearer the capital the 
revolutionary feeling is becoming alarm- 
ing. An insurgent force, consisting of 
several squadrons of M<^ngoliSn eavalrv 
beeides liuaDtry is reportM to be ad- 
vancing on Pwdn, where the utmost 
alarm prevaus. 

Queen Victoria Llstrnit to Italian Opera. 

London. Nov. 27. — Siguor Lugo's 
Royal Italian Opera company, which i;~ 
performing at the Shaftesbury theater, 
gave Mascagui's popular opera, "Caval 
leria Rusticana," yesterday afternoon at 
Windsor Ca-stle, "by command" of the 
Queen, and thus for the fizft time in 
thirty yean her majesty beard an Italian 
opsn.

C(jlli«ion ha.s taken place near there. An 
exprees tTain hm collided with a freight 
train. A number of people were seri- 
ously wonndt^d, but none killed. A 
number of doctors have itartsd from 
Birmingham to the scene. 

Wheat far Mf, 

Bkrlin, Nov. 87.— The Kortb German 
Gtasette considers that Qermany is not 
menaced by the dearth of breadstulTs. 
It adds, however, that the shMrt yield of 
rye may neceaaitato a restriction uf the 
consumption of that grain and the re- 
placing of ire prodoots^ bgr m extendsd 
use of wheal. ■

Pnblication wn.s made of tiie fact that 
friends hud carried a wounded man to 
the oftice of I>r. Crdgen, and he, after 
dressing the WoUndTvut several stitohes 
in it and then demanded |3 as his pay;

He saya that 
Caroline then beat him with a plsoe of 
mil and left him for dead, but upon rs- 
MhUDg consciousness he walked to the 
house of a neighbor half a mUe away 
and now lies in a critical condition. The 
d(x ti )!• sjiys he cannot recover. The girls 
have fled. The family is well known, 
and the aflSlr caused a ssnsatlon 
throoghottt the county.

The Stats Auditor's Report Furnishes 
Sons jbtsrsstinf Facts 



'*Oiriy four Republican counties in Ken- 
tao|||;^.pay into the State treasury more 
aoilMr than they draw put. These are 
Bell, Boyle, Oarrard and Christian," says 
a writer in the Courier- Journal, anrl ho 
then proceeds to give some other inter- 
esting fstils on this point that Republi- 
cans will not rcliali. He says: "The 
Republican counties in J^entucky have a 
total populatlea of 45B,M1. a little less 
than one-fourth the tOi|l^ population of 
the .sute. They paid Into the state 
treasury last year $381,173.92, and drew 
out $826,574.52. That is, it cost the Dem- 
ocratic part of the Stote $245,430.(>0 last 
year to 8ui)i)ort 39 Republican counties. 
2f<> winder Republicanism is not popular 
la Kentucky. It is too expensive a 
luxury. 

"With u little less than one-fourtb the 
total population of the State the Repub- 
lican countio.H pay only about one-sev- 
entli of the State revenue, tiiough they 
do not Hitt to MSinUin their proper ratio 
of expense, being responsible for a little 
more than one-fourth the total. 

"Of the thirty-nine counties which pay 
a net revenue into the State treasury, 
thirty-live are Democratic counties, and 
upon them falls the burden of carrying 
ttxis Republican deficit. 

"These facts are a clear and powerful 
mmmentary upon Republican local man- 
agement. 

"Nineteen of the thirty-nine revenue- 
paying counties are HluograsH countios, 
showing that if that favored section does 
ask for a great deal it also shoulders its 
share of the l)urdenH. Only Owen, "Mont 
gomery and Anderson, among tiie coun 
ties usually classed in the Blnegrass re 
gion, fail to pay a net revenue. 

"A lino drawn Iroin Uie mouth of ^alt 
river, tlie western limit of Jefferson 
County, to the southeastern corner of 
Lincoln County, and from that point to 
the Ohio river, a little eaat of Maysville, 
would include thirty-seven counties, tak- 
ing in all of what is usually meant by 
Central KentU( Uy. < )f these thlrty-seven 
counties, twenty-nine pay a net revenue 
into the State treasury, leaving ten reve- 
nue-payiuij counties distributed among 
tlie remaining twenty-eigltt counties in 
the State. The aggregate net revenue to 
the State tpeasury from all the counties 
in the Htllte is |887,3U.71, and these 
twenty-nine counties included in the 
abovs boundary make up $270,115.80 of 
H, leaving $67,165.62 contributed by tlie 
ten revenue-paying counties in the rest of 
the State." ^ _
